HISTORICAL BACKGROUND 
Thoma Arsenault Family Geneology from 1640 to January 1999. 
This History composed, written and narrated by Blair Arsenault Jr, Son of Joseph Daniel Blair Arsenault and 


Emilie Doiron(Gould) in 1997. 

When I started working on this genealogy, what little information I had began with my Grandfather Thoma 
Arsenault hence the title. Since then new information has taken our ancestry all the way back to Pierre Arsen-. 
ault who was born in France in 1640. Nevertheless, I still want to keep the original name as Thoma was the old- 
est ancestor I knew personally. 

Canada has always been of special interest to me as it is the North American home of my ancestors-both of my - 
parents were born and brought up in Canada as were all of the others since Pierre. I have never been exposed to 
much of its history though I have had many college level history courses. 

In studying American Colonial History, what little material Ihave encountered, definitely had a pro-English 
slant to the presentation. It was not until I became interested in our genealogy that 1 found information that gave 
me a different view of what had happened between the English and French colonies.in North America during the 
colonial period. 

[recently read a book about the hardship endured by the early French settlers living in Acadia, titled, "THE 
ACADIAN MIRACLE," written by Dudley J. Leblanc and published by Evangeline Publishing Co. of 
‘Lafayette, Louisiana. Reading this book helped me understand why I heard so mariy negative remarks being 
made about the English by my parents and their French friends as I was growing up. Leblanc, a lawyer from 1 
Louisiaria, spent many years researching archives for the well-documented material he presents. 

His book is about the problems faced by our ancestors, the French settlers in Acadia, as the result of their 
continuous problem. with their English neighbors. The Protestant colonist from New England and Virginia 
hated the Catholic French and treaties between the France and England, to settle problems in Europe, often 
gave control of the area called Acadia to the English. He includes copies of many documents to support his 
positions. 

It appears that, until England finally gained control of all the French territory in America in 1763, there were 
two sections to what we now call Canada. The first section is what we now call the Maritime Provinces: Nova 
Scotia, New Brunswick and Prince Edwards Island. They called this area Acadia. The rest of the area was 
called Canada-the Indian name for the area up the St. Lawrence River around Quebec and Montreal. The 
English, when the French relinquished all rights to the area in the Peace Treaty of Paris signed on February 10, 
1763, gave the name Canada to the whole territory 

The Italian explorer Verrazano who explored the region for the French King Francois gave the name Acadia to 
the region in 1524. Old maps of the period referred to the area of the present New Brunswick and Nova Scotia 
and Prince Edwards Island as Acadia. Records indicate that French fishing boats visited the area as early as 
1504. The French who settled in the area became known as Acadians. Later the name Acadia referred just to 
Nova Scotia and the term Acadians referred to the French who were settled in this area. 

The settlement of the area began in 1598 when a French nobleman, Marque de la Roche, obtained a royal 
commission from the French King Henry IV and sailed for Acadia with a party of colonist. He landed at Sable 
Island, on the southwestern tip of Nova Scotia but the colony was unsuccessful, and the colonist returned to 
France. 

The following year a Captain in the French Navy named Chauvin obtained a patent to De la Roche's Land and 
brought a group of settlers from France. They set up a trading post in Tadoussac. That winter the Indians saved 
them from staving and they returned to France the next spring. 

Finally, in 1605, a successful colony was established at Port Royal in the Bay of Fundy (name later changed to 
Annapolis by the English). It became the second permanent European settlement in America. The first being St. 
Augustine, Florida established by the Spanish in 1564. 


Meanwhile other French settlers were busy settling down along the St. Lawrence River. It wasn't long before 
this area becarne known as Canada. The city of Quebec became the center of the French government rule in 
Canada. 

The Quebec government had little effect or influence on the French Acadian settlers who, as farmers and 
fishermen, lived as individuals whose life revolved around their family and their church. The distance between 
Acadia and Quebec made transportation and communication very difficult. 

The hatred that existed between Protestant England and Roman. Catholic France was bound to affect the 
relationships that existed between their settlements in America. The colonist brought this hatred to America. 
During the American revolution, when Catholic French troops landed in Boston and Providence to help the 
colonist in their war against England, the legislatures of both colonies hurriedly repealed existing laws that 
forbade Roman Catholics from setting foot on their soil under the penalty of death. 

The Acadian territory was particularly vulnerable to attack by the New England colony of Massachusetts as 
the journey from the Colony was a relatively short and easy trip by boat. Today, it is only'a 12-hour trip by ferry 
from Portland, Maine to Nova Scotia. 

The English regarded all French as the enemy but principally the French who lived in Acadia which was 
territory claimed by the Massachusetts Bay colony. The solution, as seen by the English, was to remove from 
Acadia all French settlers who refused to become Protestants and. change their allegiance from France to 
England. English settlers would then be used to resettle the area. 

Attacks on the French settlement were ongoing. As early as 1613, seven years before the Pilgrims landed at 
Plymouth Rock, a Samuel Argall of the English settlement in Virginia who had heard about the French 
settlement at Port Royal organized and led a British fleet of eleven boats from Virginia to attack the Acadian 
settlement. Six years later he was back. killing French settlers and their priest and looting and burning their 
farms and their churches, a 

In 1654 Sedgewick from Massachusetts led a raiding party that took control of the region. They appointed an 
English colonist governor for the region and ruled the Acadians until a Treaty, in 1667, gave the region back to 
the French. 

Then, in 1713, the Treaty of Utrecht, settling a war in Europe between the English and the French, gave 
control of Acadia to England. The French never regained control of the area and the Acadians became the first 
group of French Canadians to come under the permanent control of the English. 

This treaty included provisions that "inhabitants willing to stay and be subject to Great Britain shall remain in 
possession of their land and enjoy free exercise of their religion but those who choose may within one year leave 
with effects but forfeiting their land." Around the same time, Queen Anne of England wrote a letter to Acadia's 
Lt. Governor, a.man named Vetch, stating that "those willing to continue as our subjects...without 
molestation....to sell (land) if they shall remove elsewhere." There was no time limit placed by the Queen on 
their ability to move and sell their land. 

Many French settlers wanted to leave thé area and move to Canada or back to France or other parts of the 
world controlled by France, but many English leaders did not want this to happen. Vetch and other English 
Jeaders recognized a problem if the Acadians moved out. They recognized that, given the opportunity, most of 
the Acadians would move into areas controlled by the French in Quebec. This would provide thousands of 

_ able-bodied men to strengthen the French militia in Quebec. Some Acadians were willing to take a qualified oath 
of allegiance that would state that they would never be required to take up arms against their countrymen. But, 
this was not acceptable to the English. 

They decided not to let the French move from Acadia. The English leaders were hoping to find English settlers 
to replace the French settlers before they allowed them to leave. They made attempts to force them to take an 
unqualified oath of allegiance. When this failed their boats, their main means of transportation and in many cases 
their livelihood, were destroyed. These acts spurred many Acadians to find ways to leave the area in spite of all 
the English attempts to prevent their departure. ; 


The following year, 1714, Vetch wrote to London saying that, "....2500 Acadians, all are making efforts to 
Jeave. If so our garrison will be without provisions and the area to which they move will acquire cattle etc.." 

The English finally solved their problem with the Acadians by carrying out a Deportation Plan that began in 
1755 and lasting for eight years. This plan. not only led to the displacement of thousands of families from their 
farm homes but also to the death of thousands of men, women and children. Many family units were split and 
relocated in the English Colonies in America. 

In spite of all the attempts to prevent them, many Acadians managed to escape and relocate in other parts of 
Canada before they fully carried out the deportation plan. Many of our ancestors were among the group that 
managed to relocate. Others were among those who were relocated. 

The Acadian’s farms were repopulated following 1775, by English loyalist who did not support the American 
Revolution and chose to move to the English controlled area of Nova Scotia-the new English name for Acadia. 

The plan carried out by the English Government and the English settlers in America, was spearheaded by the 
Puritan's of the great Commonwealth of Massachusetts, the state in which I live. At that time the total French 
population in all of North America including Acadia, Canada, the Mississippi Basin and Louisiana, is estimated at 
having been around seventy thousand people. The English population in their thirteen colonies is estimated to 
have been one and a half million-people-a twenty-to one ratio in favor of the English. 

The years during which the deportation took place are known in history as the period of the French and Indian 
‘Wars. The outnumbered French were ‘finally defeated and the Treaty of Paris gave all of Canada to England. 
Incidentally, historians give credit for starting this war to none other than George Washington. 

The Deportation Plan is a blight on English colonial history that is almost totally ignored in our American 
History books. It began, in September 1755, when the Massachusetts Governor William Shirley (who in 1745 
had been instrumental in promoting the siege of Fort Louisbourg in Canada) persuaded the Massachusetts 
General Court to commit Massachusetts to spearhead the deportation plan. The General Court passed 
legislation to allow, at England's expense, for the recruitment and formation of a unit consisting of some two 
thousand Massachusetts soldiers under Command of Colonel Moncton for the express purpose of helping in the 
deportation of the French Acadians. Incidentally, there was no recognized war going on between England and 
France at the time they were taking this action and they were recruiting the men. 

Under the command of Colonel Moncton these troops moved up to Nova Scotia (ACADIA) and after initially 
trapping the Acadian men they then rounded up the women and children and held them for deportation. They 
allowed that the Acadians women and children salvaged only what they could carry from their farms. The troops 
then rounded up all their cattle and proceeded to burn all the farm buildings to the ground. In this initial phase 
some sixty eight-hundred persons were rounded up and they took around 100,000 heads of their cattle as booty 
to "feed the English troops." 

Leblanc provides convincing documentation that shows that the deportation of the Acadians was a plan of 
long standing and that Lieutenant-Governor Lawrence, who historians seem to hold totally responsible for 
carrying out the plan, was only the instrument used to carry out the plan. 

He leaves no doubt that members of the English government up to and including the King knew and approved 
ofthe plan. The information he has compiled includes the names of the vessels that took part in the original 
phase of the deportation along with copies of the ships manifest that listed the names of the French being moved. 

He has compiled information that shows that the English Government with the aid of their American colonist 
were responsible for the deportation of between 14,000 and 18,000 Acadians between the years 1755 and. 1763. 
While numbers vary according to’the source, it is estimated that between 8,000 and 10,000 of these Acadians 
died as a direct result of the deportation. 

They spread these people around most of the English colonies. Over the years many managed to escape from 
the Colonies and made their way back into Canada and to the French colony in New Orleans. Some deportees 
were Arsenault. Acadian Arceneauxs ate listed in the New Orleans census reports of 1766. 

‘Many Acadians who managed to escape from the Nova Scotia area before and during the deportation period 
relocated their family farther inland in New Brunswick, Prince Edwards Island, the Gaspe Peninsula and to other 
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parts of Canada. Our direct ancestors were among those who relocate in New Brunswick and on the Ile St. Jean 
(Prince Edwards Island - P.E.1.) before the deportation. 


LA FAMILLE (The Family) ARSENAULT 

In August of 1994 there was an Acadia World Congress held in New Brunswick. It inchided many Acadian 
family reunions and folk festivals. A newspaper, The Telegraph Journal, ii Moncton devoted a special issue to 
the event on August 11, 1994. It included articles about many Acadia families including two by Fidele Theriault: 
one on the Arsenaults and one on the Doirons, my mother's family. 

According to Theriault the Doirons surname could have originated in the community of Orion, in the 
Poitou-Charentes region of France. The surname is first mentioned in 1124 in connection with Gauthier Doiron. 
A Jean Doiron appears to have arrived in Acadia around 1660 but appears to have settled originally in 
Pentagouet (Castine, Maine). He is reported to have been recorded in the 1686 Census of Port-Royal. His 
presence is recorded in Pisiguit ( Windsor, NS.) in 1693. He died in 1735. Most of his family was deported to 
New England, Maryland, and South Carolina. The ancestor of the Doirons in Tracadie, Acadieville, Rogersville, 

Moncton, Cape-Pele, Barachois and Amherst is Pierre Doiron, Grandson of Jean, who was married to Anne 
Forest. After the peace treaty in 1763 Pierre brought his family to Menoudie, in northern Nova Scotia. 

Several of his descendants adopted the surname Gould when dealing with the English. Legend has it that 
Pierre supplied food to the British garrison of Fort Lawrence and boasted that he insisted on payment in gold. 
Hence, his descendants adopted the surname Gold which was later corrupted to Gould. One of Pierre's . 
grandsons called “Gros Jean became known for his exploits of uncommon strength. He lived in Saint-Anselme 
and earned his living as “a King's Couriet.” c 

In his article on the Arsenaults Theriault states that the ancestor of the Acadia family of Arsenaults, Pierre, was 
probably born in the Poitou-Charentes region of France in the year 1640 and came here shortly after the 1671 
census. Around 1675 he married Marguerite Dugas, daughter of Abraham Dugas and Marguerite Doucet of 
Port-Royal. They had 2 children-Pierre and Abraham. In 1680 he was helping Jacques Bourgeois in the 
establishment of the Beaubassin settlement. iN 

In 1685 he married Marie Guerin, daughter of Francois and Anne Blanchard. They had eight more children. 
He died in 1710. Some of his children settled on Ile Saint-Jean (PED) in the mid 1730's. 

Both he and his eldest son were “coastal pilots.” The son, Pierre, did a voyage of exploration of the coasts of 
New Brunswick and the Gaspe in 1715. His report to the authorities at Annapolis Royal is still a major 
document in the history of New Brunswick. 

The Arsenaults, in Gaspe, are descended from his two sons, Pierre and Charles. One of Pierre's sons, Joseph, 
‘was a militia Captain at Restigouche in 1759. He must have taken part in the last naval battle between France 
and Britain for the possession of Canada in 1760, known as the “Battle of Restigouche.” He is the ancestor of 
Bona Arsenault, 2 well known recent Acadia genealogist and Quebec Politician. 

Some descendants of these two brothers settled in northern New Brunswick. One was Francois, the ancestor 
of the Arsenaults in southeastern New Brunswick. A pioneer of the village of Cocagne, he was a merchant and 
navigator and was affluent before the Deportation. Sometime in the early 1760's he gave refuge in his home to 
Joseph Gueguen who had apparently escaped from Acadia after being imprisoned by the English at Fort 
Cumberland. Joseph was married to Anne Arsenault before leaving Acadia. She was related to Francois, 
Joseph, whose ancestors changed their name to Goguen, was the founder of that family in North America. 

Leblanc's book included the early census list of the Acadia area, According to Leblanc, the earliest census 

, taken in Acadia was in the year 1671. At that time most of the settlers lived around Port Royal. There were no 
Arsenaults listed in this census. The next census was taken in 1686. This census list includes the names of Pierre 
Arsenault, his wife Marie Guerin, and two sons, Pierre age ten, and Abraham age eight. 

Another census list included is that taken, twenty-eight years later, in 1714. There are no longer any 
Arsenaults listed in Port Royal but in the census at Beaubassin there is listed: a Widow Arsenault and five 
children Jacque, Francois, Claude, Abraham, and Augustus: an Abraham Arsenault, his wife Jeanne Godet and 
the following children: Marie, Jean Batiste, Pierre, Francoise, Paul, Marguerite, Anne, Jeanne, and Madeleine. 
Also listed is Pierre Arsenault, his wife Ann Boudrot and their seven children: Pierre, Charles, Ann, Francois, 
Jean, Marguerite and Jacques. Both the family names Godet and Boudrot show up in the census of Grand Pere. 
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The widow Arsenault listed is, no doubt, Marie, Pierre's 2nd wife listed in the Port Royal census of 1686, By 
this time his 10-year-old son Pierre would have been thirty-eight and his brother Abraham would have been 
thirty-six. These families were among those who moved from the Port Royal area to avoid the harassment and 
dangers they faced from the English rulers and the New Englanders who kept plundering the area. 

Acadian families continued to move out of the area. When the census of 1752 was taken there were listed, in 
Shediac alone, some 204 Acadian families that had moved there from Nova Scotia. Families found in "La Points 
Beausejour" in the Beau-Basin district included Arsenault families that had come from the following regions; 
one had come from de La Butte, four from Beau-Basin, and one from La Baie Berate. Another list showed 
that among the families that still lived in the Beausejour region, one Arsenault lived in La Baie Berate and one in 
Tintamarre. 

My father, Joseph Daniel Blair, one son of Thoma Arsenault, was born in 1896 in Haute Aboujagane that is 
between Shediac and Cape Pele in New Brunswick, Canada. He was one of eight children. 

My mother, Emilie (Doiron) Gould, was born on November 15, 1900 the daughter of John Gould and Elaine 
Richard. I believe she may have been born in St. Andree, Nova Scotia. She had two younger brothers Orel and 
Emile. Both her parents died when she was very young: her father in 1909 when she was only nine years old and 
her mother in 1911 when she was eleven. 

The family was broken up and she and her brothers went to live with relatives. Mother went to live with an 
aunt named Vitaline whose husband's name was Patrick. They had a daughter named “Maggie.” There was also 
an aunt Adele (maybe Cormier) in the picture who had a son named Richard. 

Orel was brought up by a°family named Richard who, I believe, could have been a brother of his mother, 
Elaine, Orel was married twice, After his first wife died, he married a second time to a woman whose first name 
was Roseann. He and his family lived in River Hebert, N. S.. Although they may not have legally adopted him, 
he went by the name “Richard” and his living descendants all use that surname. \He had. five children, two of 
whom, Bernell and David Richard still live in River Hebert. One of his daughters, Doloros McNeil lived in 
Windsor Junction, NS. Another daughter, Melissa Wolfe, is living in Halifax and his son Ronald (Bud) Richard 
lives in Hamilton, Ontario and spends his winters down in Port Ritchey, Florida. 

My mother, at some time in her life, used the name Doiron and I recall her speaking of spending time in 
Maine. St. Andrews, (which could be St. Andree) is located on the border of New Brunswick and Maine about. 
25 miles from Calais. There is another St. Andre up pass Fredericton that is also not far from the Maine border 
and a section near Cape Pele is known by that name. 

River Hebert, and Joggin that I recall being mentioned in conversation as I was growing up are located 
South of Amherst, Nova Scotia about 125 miles from St. Andrew. 

My parents were married on Nov. 17, 1918. I do not know much about their early married life except that 
they talked about both working in a Lumber Camp and Dad working in the Joggin mines. Just before they came 
to the United states in 1923, the same year as I was born, I think they lived in Barachois N.B.. 

Neither of my parents had any formal education yet both were able to read and write in French. They learned 
to speak, read and write English as adults. Dad learned it rapidly as a matter of necessity. He needed to be able 
to get a license to drive a car and they required, at that time, that persons be able to read all the English signs, 
understand the questions and answer the examiner in English in order to get the license. Mother learned to speak 
English from her children after we moved to Ashby. 

My father was Naturalized and became an American Citizen in the mid 1930's, Mother was never naturalized 
and remained a Canadian citizen until she died in 1992. 

Tn 1937 we moved to the White, Protestant, Anglo-Saxon community of Ashby when Dad was able to buy a 
small, three room and an attic, house with 20 acres of land. Imagine; mother, father and eight children, seven 
ranging from thirteen years old on down to a new born, all, in three rooms plus a small attic. There were two 
Protestant churches in town but no catholic church. There were only about five Catholic families in the town and 
only two French families. This is where I picked up the nickname, Frenchy. 
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My mother understood very little English and was embarrassed that she could not understand or contribute to 
the conversation of her children when they spoke to the friends they brought home who spoke no French. So; 
after much discussion, Dad agreed to allow English to be spoken "in the house." For a while the language in the 
house was a mix of French and English. Mother quickly learned the English language but my two youngest 
siblings, John-Paul and Patricia, never gained the ability to speak French although they understood it quite well. 

In spite of the crowded conditions, life was easier in Ashby, we had a cow, chickens, pigs, and apple and. pear 
trees that provided us with more food than we had for a long time and as children we graduated from delivering 
daily newspapers to working for Dick Saari, a neighbor who owned a large apple orchard, for our spending 
money. 

My father's older brother, Gillis, was the first to come to the United States. He came here around 1914 in 
order not to serve in the Canadian army "as fodder for the English" during WWI. Canada at that time was a 
British Dominion and the English were obtaining troops from all their colonies to help them in the war against 
the Germans, That remark, and others like it, were often made by the adult members of our family. They left no 
doubt, in my young mind, that there was no love for the English in the Arsenault family. I had no idea why. 

While Gillis might have been called a draft dodger for leaving Canada to avoid being drafted, it is interesting to 
‘note that when the United States entered World War I, Gillis enlisted in the Army Air Corp and became a pilot. 
He was eventually shot down in France. 

After the war ended, he married and around 1923 he sponsored the family. With his help, my mother and 
father, my aunts Levina and Virginia, my uncle Edgar along with my grandmother Rebecca and my Grandfather 
Thoma all came to settle iri the United States-first in Manchester, NH., where I -was born, and then in Fitchburg, 
Mass. 

Eventually Gillis move to Easthampton, Mass. where he operated a successful lumber company and was.active 
in the community and president of the local Franco-American Club. While the other members of the family 
struggled during the depression of the 1930's, Uncle Gillis was relatively well off and his visits were always 
accompanied with presents and candy for the children. 

As I mentioned earlier, the oldest Arsenault about whom. I have personal knowledge is my Grandfather 
Thomas, He lived with us for a time, in the 1930's, in Fitchburg, Mass. I remember he and my dad saying that 
people in Canada described a person as "the son of.” They would identify me as "an Arsenault, the son of Blair 
of Thomas." My father described himself in French as "Le Garcon Arsenault, a Thoma, a Vitale, a Joseph, a 
Lowie-The Arsenault son of Thoma, of Vitale, of Joseph, of Louie." This would be the line of direct 
descendants. Using this we can then identify my Grandfather's Great, Great, Grandfather as a man named Louie 
Arsenault. 

During a trip to Canada in May of 1997 I had occasion to visit the University in Moncton with my cousin 
Therese Leger one of my uncle Walter's daughters. At the University they have a building devoted to Acadian 
Studies in which they have accumulated an unbelievably large collection of all types of documents and copies of 
documents dealing with Acadians. In a matter of a few hours we were able to trace our family's origin back to 
Pierre the first Arsenault to settle in Acadia shortly after the 1671 census of the area. 

‘The fact that I remember the lineage line my father mentioned so often made it possible for me to find the 
connections within an incredibly short period oftime. Unlike trying to trace your lineage in the United States 
where you might have to visit countless community town record offices in many different states, at the 
University it was all there- in that one building! 

Because of the short period of time I had to devote to my research at the University, I was only able to make 
a direct line back to Pierre without branching out to any other relatives. Someday I would like to return and 
research my mother's family- the Gould-Doiron. 

So, now, I can begin our Family Tree with Pierre, born in France in 1640, and the first Arsenault to settle in 
North America. He will be identified as “Generation 1, Branch 1.” His first born son, Pierre, of whom.we are 
descended is identified as Generation 2 Branch 11 denoting that he is the first born of the first born. 


Where possible the family members will be designated according to their birth dates with the first born 
designated as Branch 1 in a given generation or a “O" when the birth order is not known. For example: 
Grandfather THOMA is part of the Seventh Generation. He is assigned a zero in the Branch because his birth 
order is not known. When his birth order becomes known the zero will be changed to the correct number, His 
children will all be part of Generation 8 and be identified as Branches numbered in order of their birth. His oldest 
child, Lea, will be assigned Generation 8 Branch # 110,810,01. My father Blair being Thomas Sth child will be 
designated as #110,810,05 and I, the first of Blair's children, will be assigned to Generation 9 Branch 
111,510.051. The second born, my sister Genora, will be assigned Generation 9 Branch 111,510.042 etc. 
Information about the family will be added as it is received. Family members are responsible for the accuracy of 
the information provided.

Pierre Arsenault (2) Pierre (1) 

Pierre Arsenault , the oldest son of Pierre and Marguerit Dugas was born in 
1676 in Port Royal. In 1698, he married Marie Ann Boudrot daughter of Jean
